purposes axd summary of major provisions 

House Resolution G5S amends the Rules of the House of Represen- 
tatives by adding a new rule XLVIII establishing: a 13-member Per- 
manent Select Committee on Intelligence (hereinafter referred to as 
the “committee") with representation to include at least one member 
from: the Committee on Appropriations, the Committee on Armed 
Service-, the Committee on International Relations, and the Commit- 
tee on the Judiciary. The majority and minority leaders would be ex- 
oflicio member? of the committee without vote and would not be counted 
for purpose? of a quorum. No member would serve on the committee 
for more than six years of continuous service, exclusive of such service 
during the 95th Congress. 

As described in detail in section 2(a) of H. Res. 658. the legislative 
jurisdiction of the committee includes all legislation, messages, peti- 
tions, memorials and other matters relating to the Central Intelligence
